One of the negroes under arrest is 
Ernest Hoffman, aged twenty-four, who 
worked for the Rawns in the stable 
from May, 1906, to December, 1909, 
and was discharged. 
The negro is 
said to hav e been heard to declare he 
would kill Hawn. 
There are many facts in the mysteri­ 
ous case to support this theory. 
Wit­ 
nesses hav e been found who saw two 
negroes lurking in the v icinity of the 
Rawn home and neighbors heard two 
men discussing some crime in the 
Rawn shrubbery on the night of the 
tragedy. 
The negroes came out from 
Chicago on the last suburban train. 
Residents of Winnetka who saw them 
were so impressed by their ev il ap­ 
pearance that they sought to inform 
the authorities, but for some reason 
this was not done. 
Coroner Hoffman attaches much im­ 
portance to the clue he got and the 
arrest of the two negroes. 
On the

household scoff at the idea that he 
was slain for rev enge and insist he had 
no enemies.

New Orleans, July 23.—The sup­ 
porters of Bonilla, ousted from the 
presidency of Honduras by Zelaya and 
Dav ila, refuse to believ e the story of 
a rev olution at Ceiba, and declare that 
it is only a scare. 
The Bonila rev olu­ 
tion, they say, has been postponed un­ 
til after the Honduras election in No­ 
v ember. 
Moreov er, all of the Bonilla 
leaders are in Nicaragua fighting for 
General Estrada. 
They will not te 
ready to take the field for Bonilla until 
the trouble in Nicaragua is settled 
either by interv ention by the United 
States or by the v ictory of the Estrada 
arms. 
If Madriz fails, 
Dav ila will 
leav e Honduras, because the one de­ 
pends on the other. 
If the United 
States interv enes then a fair election 
in Honduras is assured and Manuel 
Bonilla will be the next president. 
The representativ es of Bonilla say 
that there will not be the slightest 
trouble in getting rid of Dav ila when 
they start their rev olution, but they 
regard this as not an opportune time 
and will wait until the United States 
shows its hand more clearly in Nic­ 
aragua. 
President Dav ila is the product of 
the last Honduras rev olution, instigat­ 
ed and effected by Zelaya, when presi-j 
dent of Nicaragua, and when he was 
aiming, as all Central Americans do, 
to be dictator of a reunited Central 
America. With his then strong and ef­ 
ficient army he inv aded Honduras and 
with the assistance of a small force of 
rev olutionists ov erthrew the gov ern­ 
ment, driv ing out President Bonila. 
He made v ery harsh terms with Hon­ 
duras because of his so-called libera­ 
tion of the people from Bonilla’s rule. 
Placing the weakest of the rev olution-j 
ary 
presidential 
candidates, Dav ila, 
temporarily In the presidency, he in­ 
sisted upon a cession of Honduras ter­ 
ritory, and the payment of the ex­ 
penses incurred by Nicaragua in lib­ 
erating the people of Honduras. 
This 
has been a heav y burden and has com­ 
pelled President Dav ila not only to 
lev y new taxes, but to rut the pay of 
all gov ernment officials, which has not 
tended to increase his popularity.

the town of Willamette went its way , bu t with a 
difference. 
No gamblers su nned themselv es and 
trimmed their finger nails in front of the Main 
street saloons. 
No soldiers trav eled 
to and 
from the iort across the du sty flat. 
The Twen­ 
tieth United States cav alry deserted the town 
and attended strictly to its own affairs on the 
military reserv ation. 
Stillness hu ng ov er the town, the tense still- 
8 ess that sp ells danger and waits for an ev ent. 
No crowds gathered. Citizens talked of the shoot­ 
ing with an u nsp oken q u estion in their ey es as 
they looked ou t toward the fort. The sheriff was 
p neasy . 
“If that man Hoeg dies—” he said, and 
ihook his head. 
Ou t at the fort military rou tine grou nd along 
withou t a rip p le—stables, gu ardmou nt, drill, p a­ 
rade—and if the men were dangerou sly angry 
they gav e not a hint of it. 
The p ost commander, 
who was also colonel of the Twentieth, ey ed 
them prou dly . 
“They are taking it well,” he 
said to his cffieer3 . 
“I know them. 
They are 
v eterans, and obey orders.

And when the war dep artment heard 
th® reason for (he req u est it wou ld hav e thrown 
gn official fit, and p robably hav e conv ened 
a 
board of doctofs to inq u ire into the sanity of 
the p ost commander at Fort Willamette.
